I have a communication from 


Buster A. Denton, District Forester, 
Unit 8, of Delight, Ark., calling 


to the fact that Governor 
has designated the week 


'Starting Monday as "Keep Arkan- 
sas Green Week." 


The forester wants me to write 


an editorial about it—but he does 
a pretty good job on his own. Here 
are his notes: 


"If you please, will you base your 


story on or around the idea that 
thousands of acres of farms in Ark- 
ansas that are generally consider- 
ad waste land are being burned 


Q. Dver this year by the farmers them- 
i^pselves. Many of these acres have 


a fair stand of young pine on them 
•which 
is 
completely 
destroyed 


. when it is allowed to burn. 
, 
"Understand, 
of 
course, 
we 
aren't criticizing the farmer for do- 


V ing all the burning. But we do know 
,' lots of acres that aren't suited for 
' pasture or agriculture on any farm 


would eventually be covered in 
pine forest if only the 
farmer 


wouldn't continue his own burning. 
.^1 "All farmers aren't guilty ol 
'this act. Many of them regard their 
patches of woods as a common 
crop. 


"But in view of the fact that a 


lot of land on most of our farms is 
waste land we should all be remind- 
ed that these acres ought to be put 
to work. 


"An editorial in your 
paper 


around the above-mentioned facts 
would certainly carry a lot of 
weight in influencing farmers to be 
more careful with their burning."

Senator Green (D-RI) said yes- 
rday in Providence that if Mc- 
arthy has such proof he should 


turn it over to the senate foreign 
relations subcommittee which is in- 
vestigating McCarthy's charges 
.hat the state department is har- 
joring communists and f e 11 o w 
travelers. 


If the Wisconsin senator won't 


prbduce the documents, Green said, 
it would be logical for the inquiry 
group to order him to do so. 
Green, acting chairman 
of the 


committee, said he would discuss 
the matter with other 
members 


on his return to Washington. 
Hickenlooper (RMowa) told a re- 
porter he believes the committee 
has no right to subpoena McCar- 
thy's material. 


"I think the committee 
should 


see the documents," Hickenlooper 
declared, "but I don't think there 
is any basis or precedent for sub- 
poenaeing material a senator uses 
in a senate speech." 


Senator Bridges (R-NH), not a 


member of the committee, com- 
mented: 


"I have never yet heard of sen- 


ators resorting to service of a sub- 
poena on another senator. I am 
sure that if the committee applies 
itself deligently it will getjhe full from the 17th — the biggest —

Lattimore is returning from a 


United Nations mission in Afghan- 
istan to make a formal reply to 
McCarthy's charges. He is sched- 
uled to go before the inquiry group 
at a public hearing on Tuesday. 


In his senate speech, McCarthy 


said he could produce a witness 
who would back up his charges 
against Lattimore. Althought the 
witness was not named, McCarthy 
described him as a man who was 
a member of the Communist party 
for years and who was "high up in 
Communist circles."
